“MR. VON HANNE KEN'S STATEMENT.

| Mr, Von Hanneken’s deposition as to the 
sinking of the Kowshing wan received here 
yesterday, and wa ropret to aay that while {tcon- 
firms the story circulated by the ex-Japanese

_confitms the original story that the Japanese 
-fired on the men struggling in the water. The 
Nantwa, Mr, Von Hanneken says, stopped 
the Kowshing and ordered her to anchor, 
which waa obeyed. The Japanese officer 
then overhaule! the Kowshing's darers 
and was satisfied that she was a Britlah 
ship. The nex! avder to Captain Galeworthy waa 
to follow the Naniwa to a Japanese port, but 
the'trosps on hoard, preferring death to being 
taken prisoners, refused to allow thls, Coptain 
Galsworthy explained that he had left the Petho 
before any hostititles had begun, and he asked 
to be allowed to return with his frelght to Taku, 
The next order wata xignal to the captain to 
quit the ship immediately, the reply belng that 
this was impossible, as the troops would not allow. 
ft. Again came the signal “Quit the sbip 
immediately,” which was followed by, the dis- 
charge’ of a torpedo, and a broadside. The 
KXowshing did not finally sink for half an hour 
after she was torpedoed, and as she was sinklag 
the Vantwa lowered a boat full of armed men, 
who fired on the men srugeling fo tho water, 
the Chinese troops on the alnking ship also fring 
“indiscriminately. Mr, von, Hanneken swam to 
the island, from which he was rescued by the 
German gunboat Ji, with’ some hundred and 
fifty of the troops,
